2. Public Hearings 

a. Sale of Town Owned Land – Map 234, Lot 1.4 – Per RSA 41:14-a 

i. TURBOCAM, INC and its affiliates, are planning to build a 32,000 square 

foot building for a training center, tool room and research and development 

center. They would like to build on three lots currently owned by the Town.  

Map 233, Lot 77 (old American Legion lot), Map 234, Lot 1.2, and Map 

234, Lot 1.4.  On April 8, 2019, the Select Board voted to authorize the sale 

of Map 233, Lot 77 and Map 234, Lot 1.2 to TURBOCAM and its affiliates.  

After design review with the Planning Board, TURBOCAM would like to 

also purchase Map 234, Lot 1.4 in order to avoid wetlands and wetland 

buffers.   

ii. This public hearing is the second step in a six-week process pursuant to 

RSA 41:14-a.  The Conservation Commission and Planning Board have 

voted to recommend that the Select Board support the sale of the Town-

owned property referenced above.

for 2020 and have identified a list of road priorities.

The 

previous three-year contract was $12,800 for each of the three years. 

ii. The Board is asked to consider accepting the contract offer for 2019 audit 

services.

The Compensation Study Task 

Force had decided to include all Town Operating Budget positions in the 

compensation study (with an invitation for other positions with cost 

sharing).  The Recreation Department would like the Select Board to 

consider covering the cost to include the newly created Program 

Coordinator position in the compensation study.
